CHOOSING A VOCATION 


make the supreme decision of his life-work. Choosing one’s 

career is always a serious problem. Success is at stake. 

Helping the world take a step up in the ladder of civilization 
Nh Se is the goal. It all rests on one decision made early in life. 

A vocation which will make a satisfactory life-work cannot and must 
not be chosen in a moment. It should be selected only after the most 
extensive and intensive observation and thought; and unless one has a 
decided bent for some particular line of endeavor, he should defer his 
decision until his horizon has been widened. It is to the interest of the 
individual and of the country as a whole that each person enter that field 
of business to which he belongs. 

Some are more fortunate than others in securing higher forms of 
education; but almost everybody is able to have at least a high school 
education. When entering high school, one should take great care in select- 
ing his studies. As far as possible subjects should be chosen which have 
a more or less direct bearing on the occupation in which the student plans 
to engage. If planning to enter college, there are certain subjects one must 
take; but if planning to follow one of the “trades”, there are other courses 
which are much more beneficial. Everybody should study in high school 
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with the purpose of laying a foundation for his future plans, whether they 
call for a more extensive education or for an immediate entrance into his 
life-work. 

When one is fortunate enough to have the opportunity to take a college 
course or obtain a specialized education, the vocation to be chosen should 
run along professional or technical lines. There are indeed many possibili- 
ties for the man who has the advantage of an extensive education. Today 
one has to be careful not to choose an over-crowded profession; but as the 
openings in the scientific world are unlimited, wonderful opportunities are 
afforded every man. 


A vital factor which should be carefully considered in choosing one’s 


career is the matter of personal desires and impressions. Every man should 
seek enjoyment in his work just as he does in his play. The man who 
hates his job never makes a success of it, no matter how rapidly material 
wealth may accumulate from it. 

It is a very prevalent idea that each person is adapted for one particular 
vocation, and one alone; and if that person does not choose that vocation, 
he will be an utter failure. This is not true. It is not the choosing of 
one’s life’s work which makes success, but what the individual puts into it. 
The average person probably would be able to succeed equally well in two 
or three different vocations in which he is interested. 

The most important question one should ask himself before choosing 
a career is, “With my aptitudes, in what line of endeavor shall I render 
the greatest service to the world?” After all, material wealth is only 
secondary. One should try to discover the great needs of the race, and 
prepare to serve those needs. A great many people think that the only 
purpose of an education is to make money. All they think of is, “How 
much shall I profit from what I learn?” They do not stop to think that 
the chief object in acquiring an education is not what one gets personally, 
but what one can give to make the life of his fellow-men happier and more 
prosperous. It has been this greed for money and personal betterment 
that has brought on the terrible state of affairs which is now present. 
Therefore, each one of us should do everything possible to prevent such a 
calamity’s recurring in the future. The prosperity and advancement of the 
world rests on the shoulders of each one of us.

St ERPS TO POPULARITY 


S!}OPULARITY might seem to be a rare virtue bestowed by 
nature on a chosen few, but that does not mean that we 
who have not been so gifted must necessarily sit back un- 
noticed; for I believe that valuable asset can be acquired. 
Some of our great men and women have been admired for 

certain particular cgi they have possessed, such as those of a good 
general, or statesman, or lecturer, while others have gained their renown 
through a field in which ‘iby have been successful, such as literature, science, 
or athletics. But all widely esteemed people, to keep their popularity and 
to be remembered for any length of time, must have a certain personal 
charm about them. 

Before starting along the road of popularity, there are, in my opinion, 
only six essentials you should have packed ready to take with you. Each 
one of these is equally valuable, so I am not placing them in any order 
of their importance. Some of these qualities, ] think, we need not worry 
about, for most of us are gifted with them, either very noticeably, or in a 
manner that they must be discovered through some special duty peculiar 
to each individual. With others we need to show a little more care. The 
first is unselfishness, a willingness to forget self in the interests of others. 
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Nobody has any use for the egotist who translates everything in terms of 
himself, telling how he would act under certain circumstances, and what 
he would have said. Children are naturally selfish and must be trained 
not to put themselves in the foreground, but to regard the concerns of 
others first. This they generally learn easily, and the quality becomes 
more apparent out of necessity as they grow older, for they come to see a 
certain interdependence between themselves and their friends, which fosters 
unselfishness. 

Closely related to this attribute is that of an unassuming manner, not 
boasting about what you are or have or can do. For instance some mothers 
are very much wrapped up in their children. 1 once heard of a woman 
who made herself a bore by everlastingly bragging about how well-mannered 
her little daughter was, how clever she was in school, and how she was 
never allowed to play in the dirt. In reality the child was very priggish. 
Then there are men who know everything, about everything and are always 
on hand to offer advice. They tell, usually more than once, of the time 
they gave the boss a piece of their mind, or how they very cleverly got 
out of a difficult situation. We can be thankful that there are not many 
of this type of person. It’s really refreshing after that to know someone 
with a natural, unassuming air who is willing to listen sympathetically, 
and is not always talking about “me.” For it is a trait of human nature 
not to want to hear the other person’s tale, but to tell one’s own. This 
may give the impression that it is hard to know what to do—but I think it 
can be managed with little difficulty by using tact. 

Another essential is a controlled tongue that refrains from gossip and 
needless criticism, and speaks in kindness. Gossip is generally attributed 
to women, but I think it can also be applied elsewhere with justification. 
It is easy to acquire the habit of making a disparaging remark about every- 
one, but it is just as easy to form a habit of criticising favorably, noticing 
a redeeming feature instead of a fault. 

It is not enough to be friendly only with those of one’s own age, but 
one must have sincere friendliness toward people of all ages. I’ll admit 
that usually a very old person is not quite so interesting as a younger one, 
but it is well to remember that we shall all be there ourselves some day, 
and shall expect deference and consideration from those inferior in years. 
This friendliness cannot be superficial, but must go so deep as to be really 
felt, for its sincerity can usually be detected. 

For persons of a shy nature, the ability to be at ease under various 
conditions at all times may be found difficult. Yet this is essential, for 
people who are uneasy in certain company give the appearance of being 
rather stiff and bored, when in reality they are probably trying their best 
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to make or to take part in the conversation, and to appear perfectly cool. 


This attitude can be attained only by experience and a conscientious effort 
to overcome the trouble. 

The last requisite is trustworthiness, so that others will know you will 
keep confidences, and that your word is as good as your bond. This is 
of great importance, for once let a friend know you have broken your 
word, and it is not likely you will be trusted again. One of the best ways 
of complimenting a person is to confide in him, and I’m sure no one 
would want to lose the respect of a friend by betraying his confidence. 

So, if on our journey we have a goodly supply of these six things 
and distribute portions of them here and there, we can be almost sure of 
reaching our destination—Popularity.

Early records show that a classical school existed in Hartford as early 
as 1638. It was supported by town appropriations, tuition fees, and by 
various bequests made in 1655, 1659, 1664, 1673, and 1680. 

In 1798 the Hartford Grammar School was incorporated. It was a 
sort of college preparatory school where Latin and Greek grammar and 


mathematics were taught. It was 
free, being supported by grants 


and bequests. The school flour- 


ished as a single institution until 
1817. However, it continued 
jointly with the new High School 
until 1865, 

In 1847 the first Public High 
School was organized and _ built. 
It was a three-story, brick struc- 
ture about seventy feet long and 
forty feet wide. That is, it was 
about one-half the size of our 
present boys gymnasium. It was 
erected on the corner of Ann and 
Asylum Streets. The first princi- 
pal, Joshua Giddings, was quickly 
succeeded by Thomas Beecher. 
Then came McLauren Cook and 
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FIRST PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOL 1847-1870 


Cephas Leach, who each 
served for only one term. 
In 1851 Thomas W. T. 
Curtis came and remained 
for ten years. He was fol- 
lowed by Hiram Pratt, who 
stayed for three and one- 
half years. 

After an interval of four 
months, Samuel Capron took 
charge of the school for 
eight and a half years, dur- 
ing which time, in 1869, a 
new buildine was erected on 
the present high school 
erounds. It was one hun- 
dred feet long and eighiy 
feet wide. The school’s next 
principal was Joseph Hall, 
who came in 1874. Soon 
after he came, in 1877, the 
building was enlarged. How- 
ever, the complete structure 
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was destroyed by fire in 1882. School sessions, nevertheless, continued in 
Batterson’s Block, which is now the Garde Hotel. A new building was 
built in 1882-3 and was opened in 1884. This is the present section of the 
Hopkins Street Building that extends south from the main entrance. Mr. 
Hall continued as principal until 1893, when he was made principal emeritus. 
He died in 1896. Charles Henry Douglas succeeded him and remained until 
he resigned in 1895. 

He was followed by Edward H. Smiley, who had been vice-principal 
since 1890. Then, in 1897, the building was enlarged so as to comprise the 
present Hopkins Street and Manual Training Buildings. Mr. Smiley held 
his office as principal until 191]. He was then made principal emeritus. 
He died in 1928 after a long career. His successor is our present Principal. 
Clement C. Hyde. 


In 1914 the Broad Street Building, constructed in sections, was begun

and in 1915 the center and south sections were finished. The north section 
was completed in 1918. It now seemed as if ample room was at hand for 
high school purposes. but nevertheless more money was appropriated in 
1915, 1920, 1922, 1923. and 1921 for additional sites and buildings. The 
next high school, the Thomas Snell Weaver High School, was ready for 
occupancy in 1924, and the Morgan G. Bulkeley High School soon followed 
in 1920. 

It is also a matter of great note to see how the Hartford Public High 
School, with its rather old foundations, has been always in the front, in 
a great many respects. At the time of the World War, for instance, over a 
1000 of our graduates and students left their books and studies and went 
to France to fight. Forty-four of these fine fellows never came back alive: 
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they included one from each of the classes of 1875, 1899, 1903, 1904, 1905, 
1907, 1911, and two of the class of 1910, in addition to four from 1912: 
six from 1913, six from 1914, three from 1915, six from 1916, six from 
1917, and three from the class of 1918. Thus we see that Hartford High 
was well represented by members of almost twenty different classes. Be- 
side these, there were a great many others who left school to work on farms, 
or in factories, so that other men might enlist. The pupils also sold Liberty 
Bonds and did sewing, knitting, and other useful work. Again, Hartford 
High claims distinction in that a great many of its alumni, such as William 
Lyon Phelps, Edward T. Lee, and Clarence A. Barbour, are prominent men 
and women, in their own field, and are well known as great leaders. Hart- 
ford High also has the great honor of having one of the finest faculties in

the country. This fact, of course, contributes greatly to the success of the 
school as well as its students and graduates. This probably is the reason 
why the Hartford Public High School ranks second, compared with all the 
private and public preparatory and high schools in New England. All 
these facts go to show that those of us who have studied at Hartford High 
should be proud that we have had the privilege of attending a school with 
such a fine record. 

In supplementing this sketch of Hartford High’s genealogy, we might 
state that eleven thousand seven hundred forty-eight graduates have passed 
through its portals. From this group there are representatives living in 
forty-six of the United States, while others are distributed among twenty-two 
foreign countries as well as the Canal Zone. Guam, Porto Rico, Hawaii, and 
the Virgin Islands.

URING our senior year we have seen the Blue and White 

teams in the winning column time after time. The teams 

which we have seen in action during the past season represent 

the best Hartford High has turned out in many a year. Our 

class has had its share of good athletes. Captains in six 
sports have come from the ranks of 1952B, and we are justly proud of them. 
The glare of the sports spotlight first falls on our 1931 Football Team, 
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which started the season without the usual newspaper predictions of success. 
In fact, before the opening game with Manchester our gridiron hopes 
were not the brightest. Our eyes were opened when Captain “Jack” 
Gallivan and his teammates brought home the “bacon” time after time. 
Stockbridge, Bulkeley, Worcester Classical, Worcester Commercial, [ast 
Hartford, and Manchester all proved helpless once the touchdown-making 
machine of the Hilltoppers was set in motion. We dropped two closely 
contested games to Weaver and New Haven, but we gave New Brivain the 
worst drubbing in the long-standing rivalry between the two schools. The 
Red and Gold “‘took it on the nese”, 37 to 0. 

Soon our Cross-Country runners under Captain Keeney began to show 
their heels to the best of the schoolboy teams. The runners, led by Morron, 
Sayers, and Keeney, downed the opposition of Manchester, Hillhouse, and 
Weaver. Second place in the state meet put the finishing touches on the 
1932 schedule. 

About this time Coach Newell began casting about for basketball 
material, and under skillful coaching and leadership, one of the finest 
quintets in the state rapidly took shape. Captain George Giraitis lead his 
team-mates to victory after victory, and kept the score-boys busy counting 
baskets. The H. P. H. S. team left behind a record that future teams will 
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have to hustle to beat. We won 12 games out of 16 and earned the right 
to enter the Yale Tournament. Kardys’ clever shooting was a factor in 
many a contest, while Leon Bancavich gathered in his share of baskets. 
Giraitis proved himself a capable leader for Hartford Highs’ hoopmen. 

The first of 1932 found the swimming squad working hard under the 
leadership of “Larry” Amann. Handicapped by the fact that there is no 
school tank, the mermen kept at their tasks and gave the best swimmers in 
the state plenty of fast competition. “Art” Levinson broke the school record 
three times and was unbeaten in dual meet competition. In the state meet 
at Yale “Art” proved himself the third best breaststroker in Connecticut. 
“Jackie” Welch splashed his way to a new school record and was one of 
the best “point-getters” on the team. Boutelle won consistently, and the 
medley relay team, composed of Boutelle, Levinson, and Welch, was 
unbeaten in dual competition. Tierney proved an asset in the distance 
swimming. 

The class of 1932 won the inter-class meet and were awarded numerals 
for their efforts. 

For the first time in years “Larry” Amann had a fast and dependable 
eroup of tracksters. Kenney led the team and was an outstanding per- 
former in the quarter. With three state champions on the team, the 
H. P. H. S. runners crossed the tape ahead of the stiffest competition in 
Connecticut. Callahan won state-wide fame as a pole vaulter. Willard 
Morron, Paul Sayers, Reisel, Comstock, and Dropiok all helped to make the 
1932 track season a banner year. Our relay team was thought to merit a 
place in the Penn. Relays, so our runners met? the pick of the country. 

The golfers and tennis players worked hard, and “Jimmie” Radigan, 
Godfrey Marzano, and Howard O’Connell did their share in boosting 
H. P. H. S.’s athletic fame. The soccer team, a newcomer to the sports 
curriculum. drew the attention of many and performed creditably on the 
field. 

In Baseball ove could truly say that “We have met the enemy and they 
are ours.” We dropped but one game out of the 19 played, and public 
attention was focused on the H. P. H. S. bat wielders. No better record 
was ever hung up than Captain Shortell and his mates set in 1932. “Lefty” 
Naktenis was the sensation of the season. his pitching drawing crowds to 


the ballfields. and adding pep and zest to the games. “Jack” Gallivan held 


down the first base with the cleverness characteristic of this all-round 
athlete. Splendid teamwork was one of the secrets of our baseball success. 

With the Track Team winning meets and the Baseball Team clouting 
the offerings of the visitors for victory after victory. the athletic season of 


1931-1932 ended in a blaze of glory. just as it began.
